The ability to detect sounds in l
the deepest parts of the ocean |
has been advanced significant-
ly by the development of a
stable, highly sensitive deep-
water hydrophone. ACF Elec- |
tronics, a division of ACF In-
dustries, Incorporated, devel-
oped the device.

The cigar-shaped instrument,
which functions as an under- |
water microphone, has oper-
ated successfully under the ex-
treme hydraulic pressures pre-
vailing at the ocean’s greatest
depth — 37,000 feet, according

In addi- |
tion to defense npplicalions.i
the new hydrophone, because |
of its deep-water operational |
suitability is expected to be of |
significant use in commercial, |
private and government ocean- |
ographic research.

Sound traveling through the |
water is received in the lower |

oil, used because it has the |
same acoustical or sound trans-
mission properties as water.
